TouovTo, Oct. 28. — Hon. Ale.v. 
Morda, ex-Lieuli.'Qoveruor of Manitoba, 
died at his residence here this morning. 
The Into Hon, Alex. Morris waa bom in 
Pertli, Out., in Mircli 18'i6. Ho was 
eiliieated at the University of Clluagow, 
.Scotland, and at McGill UiiiverHity, 
-Montreal, atudiud law, and waa admit- 
tod to tlio bars of Uiiper and l..ower 
Canada in 1S51. He begun practice in 
Montreal, und in 1801 was elected to 
the Cunudu ussciubly for-South Lanark, 
wliieli lie continued to represent till the 
Union in 1807, when he was elected by 
aeuluiimtiuii for that coustituenoy to the 
Dominion Parliament, In 1804 he was 
active in tlie negotiations that rimulted 
iu the formation of the foalition govern- 
ment in that year, and also in aavooat- 
ing confederation, which he had long 
lielore proposed. In 1889 Mr. Morris 
became a member of the privy oounoil of 
Canada, and minister of .inland revenue. 
From July till December 1872, 
he was the first Chief Justice of 
tlio Court of Queen's Bench of 
^Nlaiutoba, and iu 1K70 was appointed 
licutcnaut-goveruor of Manitoba and 
tlie Northwest Territories, and auli- 
aequeiitly lieeame governor of Kcewatiii. 
lie liocaiiie ooiiiiiiiaaiuaer of Indian af- 
fiiiis for Manitoba and the Northwest 
'I'oiTitorie-s ill .hinc, 187.'t. In 1877 he 
ii^lifuil fi-oiii the lieiitenaiit-governor- 
sliip, and in IH7S wa.s an unaiieeesaful 
ouididato for .SelUirk, Manitoba, for the 
Doiiiiiiiiiii piii-liariient; liut in Deeenilier 
of that year liu was elected for Toronto 
Kn-st to the Ontario legishiture, where 
he held a seat till 188G, when he retired, 
owing to failing health. He was ap- 
[iiiinted at,hieen'8C'oniiaul by the IJoiiiiii- 
iuii govoninient in IHSl, und has been 
[iicsiiluiit of the St. Andrew's Society 
of -Moiitroal ; a governor of the Univer-

.iity, I'ling.stiiii. lie was the author of 
"Canada and l-fer Resources," a prize 
essay ]irei)iued lor the I'aria exhibition; 
"Xova IJritaniiia," a lecture (Montreal, 
18.^8); the "Hndsoii llay and I'acitio 
i'erritoi-i(;«, a lecture (Toronto, 1884); 
"Tlie Treatiea of Canada with the Iii- 
iliaiis of the Northwest," (1880), and 
"Nova Britannia," a collection of 
speeches and leotttreB''oa confederatioi

THE BY-KLEOTIONS. 

A ({uoti deal of iuijjortaiice la general- 
ly attached to by-elections. It is said 
that they afford evidence of the 'state of 
public opinion. If by-elections go 
agauist the Govcnimciil of tlie day the 
conclusion generally arrived at ia tliat it 
has lost favor with the elcctura and will 
be defeated at tHe uext'; ap[Mal ' to the 
people. Tlie testis not., always'a' sure 
one, but the conclusion to which the 
public arrive is natural. Tried by this 
teat, it must bu adniiltud that the 
Dominion (jovernmeul liaa as strouf,' a 
hold of the people as it luul tliiee years 
ago. Since the general election in 
February, 1887, there have been forty- 
five by-elections. Of these.'the Gov- 
ernment huvu gained thirty-four and 
the Oppoaitiou eleven. The balance of 
gain has been on the part of the Gov- 
ernment, it lu.ving gained two seats. 
We take from the Toronto Empire the 
following list of places iii which elec- 
tions have been held siuoei the last gen- 
eral election:

colder or less responsive aiuliunce was 
DBVar addroaseil l,y an ambitioua orator 
desirous — solely in the public interest 
of courao — of airing a grievance or rais- 
ing an agltiition. One of the objects of 
the conveners of thu meeting was ocr- 
tauily attained. They, greatly to their 
disgust, no doubt, discovered what was 
the real state of public opinion with re- 
gard to gutting up an opposition to Mr. 
Earle, They could not help seeing that 
there was not tho remotest chance of 
an opposition candidate gaining any 
support that was worth mention- 
ing. They suw Hint no one was 
frightened mid no one indignant— 
that Hie organ had worko<l up llic re- 
peal of tlio Restriction Act racket in 
vain. They must have been convinced, 
too, that the eleotors had perfect trust 
iu Mr. Kurlu, and that any attempt to 
uiulenniiie their coiitideiicc iu him mnat 
1)0 Imrrnleas. If Alileniian Wilson aiul 
his friends wanted to find out tlio weak- 
ucss of the opposition in this city they 
could not have chosen a better plan 
than calling that meeting in tho Phil- 
harmonic Hall.

Seven of the Conservatives have l)een 
elected by acclamation, hut only one 
liberal .has been returned without a 
ooiiifisst. ' The reaction which we heard 
■o' much about some time ago htta n.\\- 
dently not as yet set in. The Conserva- 
tive Party, notwithstanding all the 
croaking, ia as strong as ever it wa.i, 
and the Liberal Party is somewhat 
weaker. We ait» nqtimirprised at this. 
The Government luui steadily pursued a 
consistent policy. Its supporters know 
-what to expect. The Opposition has 
been overythiug by turns and notliiiig 
long. No Liberal can tell what tlie 
.platform of his party will be three 
months hence. All that he can depend 
upon ia that it will be "agin the Gov- 
ernment," right or wrong. It is folly 
to expect a party which has no policy to 
become stronger. The essential weak- 
neaa of the Liberal Party is vi.sible iu 
ail the Provinces. It bus been very 
conspicuous here since Mr. Baker^s xwig-. 
nation. -Its supportersinVio^tia'saw at 
oiice that it was folly to attempt to op- 
pose Mr. Earle with no platform for 
their candidate to stand upon, and those 
of them who were at all judicious inaile 
no effort to prepare to contest the va- 
cant seiit. To use the langvage of- the 
Opposition or^an, "Mr. Thomas. Earle'o 
election by upclaniation hiis been a foro- 
. gone concliuiou" ever since Mr. Baker 
resigned. This is a frank confession of 
the weakness of the Uppo-iition in this 
city. 

FVTJLE UFJ'oarnoN. 

The Times on Saturday i.veniag 
made A last frantic effort tu get up an 
oppoiition to Mr, Earle. It had for 
some time before acted the part of an 
alarniiat. It did its he.ft to huid th 
uitiiciis to believe that the Dominion 
^Government inoposea to repeal the 
lUstriotion Act. It )md no ground that, 
hy any stretch of tho imagination, could 
be considered solid on which tu base its 
appeal to the fears of tlie citizens; but it 
was foolish enough to believe that it had 
only to cry wolf I wolf ! ! to set the 
whole city in a panic and to get up a 
storm of indigniktipn against the Do- 
minion Goverhinent. ' Biit the organ 
underestimated tho intelligence and 
good sense of the electors of Victoria, 
Though strongly opjioHed to uiitealrict - 
•d Chiiieae iiurnigratioii, tliey were not 
prepared to coiuleuin tlio Dominion 
(jlovernmeut ontheslmdowof a suspieioii. 
Thpy wantod some evidoncu of tho inten- 
tion of theDoininion Government to favoi- 
!«n Influx of Chinese laborers before they 
undeirtook to censure it or took action 
In'ihe woy of either pledging Mr. lOarle 
to oppose a ineiiMuro having that tend- 
tjiicy nr of getting up an oppoaitimi ciiu- 
didate. It ia true that Aldormoii Wilson 
und some other citizens callod a mooting 
presumably for tho purposo of sounding 
public opinion on tho tjucstion, but the 
result was such that tho meeting was 
hardly opened when tho overzeiiloiiH nl- 
dormiin and hia fiienda iiuial liave 
Wisliad from their hcui la that they bad 
o6t Mt«d with such preoipit»noy. A 



The coldness of the audience and its 
want of sympathy with the objects of 
the opposltioa :appear to bave acted as 
an irritant on the Times, for in Satur- 
day's leader it sneered ill-naturedly at 
.\Ir. lOarle and scoldeil the electors 
vigoioualy. It aaid : 

"Tlio dullest oonstituonoy ever 
granted the right of franchise were 
never yet so futuously credulous as to 
permit tlieiiisolvea to be represented hy 
men who have no policy, or who, if 
tlioy have, evidently are ashamed of it. 
' * ' A bargain like this carries 
i.'roolinliie.'i-j (111 the face of it. It is 
diuinulrically oppcsed to the tnio prin- 
ciples of re])i'esi.'ntative government. It 
fjivea a man the opportunity to abuse 
Ilia trust if he so chooses." 

We hardly think that Tiotorin is the 
"dullest constituency ever granted the 
right of franchise," yet it has iictcid in 
the way which the organ of tlie Oppo.si- 
tion condeuiiiH so unsparingly. It has 
oaked a man in whom it has the utmost 
oonlideiico to represent it in tho House 
of Commons. ' It has required of him 
no pledge: it has not l)urdeiio<l him by 
[■estrictious of any kind. Mr. Karlu, 
when he accepted the noniiuation, vol- 
untarily decliirod that 'hie "WouM give 
"the present administration a generous 
but independeutj;, support.'.' -' This was 
considered by the great majority of the 
constituency siiilicient. Do the electors 
of this city .Icserve to be called "dull" 
and "fatuous" because they take an 
honest man at his word, because they 
give their confidence to a fellow-citizen 
whom they have known for inany years? 
We think not. We are decidedly of 
opinion that in sending .Mr. Earle to 
Parliament freo to take the course he 
tliLnks beat they have acted wisely. We 
say furtbei', that the man who is nut tit 
to be sent to Parliailient in this way ia 
□ot fit to be sent there at all. If the 
electors have no faith in a man's dia- 
eretioii and his lidelity — if they feel that 
liowilliiol .MeiAc them faithfully unless he 
makes tliia promise und takes that pledge 
— tlic best thing tbey can .do ia to leave 
him where he is. Pledges are not re- 
quired for a man of judgment and in- 
togrity, and they cannot bind a muii 
who is iiidiacreet and dishonest. The 
rule with I lie wi.sest and moat successful 
men iu business is to give u servant, in 
whatover-;.capaoity he may.; be, their 
whole coufideiice. If his character is 
such that they cannot do this tlioy will 
have nothing to do with him. What ia 
gfx)il [lolicy in the treatment of private 
employees is better policy with respect 
to representatives of the people. In the 
ease of both Mr. Earle and Mr. Prior 
we are .iiiite satis6ed that the constitu- 
ency wliieli tliey represent has done 
wisely in tni.sting them implicitly. 
Xeitlier of those geiitlenieii will belie 
the actions of his whole life by acting, 
as our contemporary suggests, with 
"crookcdnoss." They have, hitherto 
been upright and open in all * their deal- 
ings, and they will not now abuse the 
ti'List that the people have placed ii 
their hands. 



THOMAS EABLE, M. P. 

Jlr. Thoiiias Earld was yesterday 
elected as one of Victoria"; roprcaonta- 
tives in the House of Commons by accla- 
mation. So acceptable was he to the 
electors that it was soon seen that any 
attempt to get up an opposition to him 
was hopeless. No audi attempt was au- 
riously made. Wo are quite sure that 
Mr. Earle will by his conduct in Parlia- 
ment fully justify the good opinion en- 
tortained of him by his fellow-citizens. 
He will be true to his constituency and 
his province. He will, we are quite 
certain, lose no opportunity of further- 
ing their interests. He is not an ora- 
tor, but he has a good 'head for busi- 
ness, and few men in the province have 
a bettor knowledge of its condition ami 
its needs. Kine speeches are very good in 
tlicir place, but the man who does most 
for his constituents is the one who works 
piietly, who sees his opportunity as 
soon OS it occurs, and who loses no time 
in taking advantage ' of it. Mr. Earlo 
does not make much noise ia tho world. 
Ho ia one of tho class of men who ac- 
complished their ends quietly and with- 
out making any fuss. But ho is one of 
tho men who "get thoro," and it is men 
who "go* there" that Victoria needs, 
and the province gen•rdlly^ to represent 
them in Parliament. Ho has not made 
many profes.'iions. His supporters did 
not require him to niuko them. But wo 
will be' greatly mistaken if hia perform- 
ances will not bo so numerous and so 
important as to delight 'his friends and 
disappoint his opponents. "'The electors 
of Victoria are to lie congratulated on 
having so staunch and, in every way, so 
estimable a man to represent them in 
Ottawa OS Mr. Thorhas Eiirle. 



The Times apeuks of the noiiiiimtion 
of .\lr. Karle as the work of a "cabal," 
as the product of a "conspiracy." 
Nothing can be further froiri the truth 
than tliia. The columns of lli 
Times itself all'ords coiiehisiv 
proof id the foolishness und lli 
falsity of tliia uccusatiun. Among 
tbe^, advertisements in that jiaper 
has,'for many weeks, been the requisi- 
tion to Mr. I'lurle — a requisition of 
which any citizen might bo proud. W\ 
see by that iloeumciit tliut he wus pub 
lijly asked to allow himself to be pluce<l 
ill iioinination by nearly five hundred of 
hi.H fidKiw-citizons of '.all .^anksgnd of 
botli [iiutie.-j. These citizens niaking 
tlieir ii'i|iie.st in the face of day cannot, 
hy anyone who understands the Hnglisli 
lauguage, liu said to form eilliei- a cabal 
or a coiis£iira(;y. N<jtliiiig eouhl be more 
open, fairer, or more manly than the 
ngreomunt riiudo between Mr, Earls and 
the reipiisitionists. To say that siiel 
an agreement "gave him the opportunity 
to abuse his trust if he chose," or that 
"it exemplifies the salient features of a 
I'oii.spii-iicy," i.s lo talk like u uiiiii w 
does not ini<l('r.staiid tlie signitieation of 
the terms lie iisi's, or like one who has 
not the slightest regard for tho truth of 
his atatemenla. And because Mr. Earle 
was not needlessly talkative mid because 
he (lid not iiKiUe profuse and wholly un- 
iieces-saiy jii Dte.ssioiis, om- euiileiupoiuiy 
takes uj)oi) itself to aay, '"J'liis iion- 
commitullisni bodes no good, Honest 
men, if not talkative, ut least 
are never absolutely reticent," This 
rellccliou on Mr. Earle's intog. 
rity was perfectly gratuitous. Insinua. 
tions like this hymen who are willing 
to wound and yet afraid to strike, do 
those agai.ist whom they ate directeil 
no harm whatever. They merely .■jliow 
tliu impotent malice and tho bitter dis- 
appointment of tho men who nmko them. 
Sir. Karle was not "absolutely reticent." 
What he said was (piite enough to 
satisfy the frieiuls who were willing 
to trust him as well us tu give a iiiaiily 
ami ail intolligcnt opponent a clear idea 
uf tliu course he, if olocted, intetulod to 
putsiio. Hu cannot bo accused, with 
even the seinblaiico of reason or truth, 
of an attempt to deceive either friend 
oroppuiiuut. The organ's ■irliule, how- 
ever, like tho Aldormiui'a iiiuetiiig, wiia 
futile. Tho conBlitiieney is much too 
stMisiblo and practical to attoch tho least 
iinporUuicu to cither the one or the 
other.

WRECK OF TIIK NICARAGUAN. 

A Survhor Tells iiii Awful Htory of Haril- 
hip and Miill'erlng.] 

Los A.N<;i;i,Ks, Cal., Oct. 'JS. .-V Idler 
has been receiveil here from .Mexico, 
giving a siiinewbal sensational aecDUiil 
of the wreck of the ship Niciiiaguaii nil 
the coast of ^'ul■alanand the teri ible 
snivel ing of her sui'\ ivoiH. 

The leller stales that on the I'Jtli of 
October, a party of American laborers 
employed by tbe Mexican NiitionnI 
railway were pa.ssiiig through a deup 
rock cut on the line of tho rond about 
128 miles south of, the-town ..of-^ Mon- 
terey in Nuevo I.ieori, Old Mokiooj' when 
they cunie across a ipan very (iiiiaci- 
uted und seeiiiingly half slarved lying 
beside the track. The laborers sto|)ped 
their liiiiidcar and approached the 
stranger, who begged in a faint voice for 
water. He was lifted on the Iniiulciir 
and taken to the section house. He 
complained of strange pain and dizzi- 
ness in his head. When ho had been 
restored n little by kind nursing, the 
iiiun said he wus u Freiichiiiun iiumed 
Sunelioy. Ho had come originally from 
Los Angeles, where his mother now 
lives. Saiichoy wus a sailor and 
hud drifted to tho cast coust of South 
America early in tho present year. In 
January he shippod from onj ol the 
porta of Venezuela, on u coasting vessel 
bound for Vera Cruz, and wlien oil' the 
coast on a Cttim night Hie vessel, the 
Nicaraguan, hud been run down by an 
English steainiir, name unknown, 
and instantly sunk, ()l til i rty- t\s'o 
men, coninrising lIu! crew and pas.scii- 
gers on lioard tho Nii-aragiian, only 
six succeeded in reae-liing the coast of 
Viicataii, then very close.

LAUNCH OF THE SAN FRAN- 
0I8U0. 

The. New Cruiser 'BaptiMd With the 
Usual Ceremonies. 

San Franoisoo, Oct. 27.— A steady 
down-x>our of ruin attended the launch- 
ing of the new cruiser San Francisco on 
Saturday and detracted considerably 
from tho interest in the ceremony. The 
crowd of persons who found' their woy 
through rain and wind . to the Union 
Iron Works shipyard war not as largo 
as that which assembled there over u 
year ago to witness tlie lauiieliiiig of tho 
(Charleston, but fully 2,000 people stood 
under their umbrellas and wutdied the 
■Sun Francisco slide olT the ways. A 
lilatform had been erected around the 
bow of the vessel, which was occupied 
by about 100 persons, uiuoiig them beiii},' 
Commodore A. L. K. Uenhum un<l other 
naval o£Bcors from Mare island, and the 
naval bund stationed there. 

A few minutes before the lanmh, two 
young lailiea, daughters of Cininnoiloic 
Uciiliaiii and .Mr. Scott, took aposilioii 
near the bow, ready to christen ihe new 
cruiser. Within a minute or \.\vt> aflcr 
L2 o'clock the last chock was knocUeil 
away, and as the vessel coiiinieiieecl Id 
slide down the ways two boll,les of 
champagne were broken over her bows. 
The band played "Star Spangled Uan- 
iier," and the crowd sent up a hearty 
cheer. The steuin whistles from tho 
tugs ai.d the foundry broke forth at tho 
same time, and the noise continued sev- 
eral IllilllllCS. 

The huineli was perfectly successful. 
The vessel went oil' gracefully and ap- 
parently stuck in the soft mud a hun- 
dred yards from the shore. 

The .San Francisco is a Iwiii-sercw 
protected cruiser, built entirely of sled, 
having u poop and a forecastle deck 
with an open gun deck between. Mer 
engines, boilers, mugazines and steering 
gear are below the protective deck. The 
entire length of the ves.sel is .'tliS feet; 
extreme breadth, 4!l feel '2 inches; mean 
diaiight, 1S..S feet; displacement, 40.S;{ 
tons; estimated horsepower under natur- 
al draught, 10,"iOO; muximini speed, I!) 
knots. Her rig is that of a three- 
maated schooner, without the hcud 
booms. The niuin buttery will consist 
of two 6-inch broeoh-Ioadiiig rifles, and 
she will also carry four 0-poundcrs, four 
Hotchkissrevolviugcunnnii,oiie I -]>oniid- 
er and two Gattlings. The motive pow- 
er will be furnished by two triiile ex- 
pinsion engines, and tho vessel will be 
lighted throughout by electricity.
